'I'he sale of his iiitiiiest in this mventioi 
put him ill possession of some means, 
quitting journalism in 1849 he entered th 
Lawn^nce Scientific School of Harvar 
University, becoming also at the same 
tiun? a special pupil of Professor Agassiz, 
who hud the,n recently made hia home in 

'America. On ^radtlalillg in tho Scientific 
Schci '1 ho received the ap|)ointiuoiit of as 
sistaiit, professor, and also that of lecture 
on phvaiea aiidVhemistry in (Jroton Acad 
em\', .Massaehiiselts, During hia residence 
ill l.'aiiiliridge, iMr. \\'ell.s waa one of the
